Mrs.  Linhard  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  to  jpngnsnt  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  for  1968  in  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your 
area  as  requested  by  circular  l/69  (Wales). 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimated  population  for  this  district  again  shows  a 

downward  trend  from  8,420  to  7,920  from  1967  to  1968.  There  is  estimated 
to  be  a fail  of  1,423  in  population  in  the  last  17  years. 

There  were  113  live  births  which  gives  a rate  of  14*27  per 
1,000  population,  compared  with  13*54  in  1967-  The  national  average  was 
16*9  per  1,000. 

There  were  10  illegitimate  births  which  gives  a rate  of 
8*856  compared  with  6* 0$  in  1967*  There  were  no  still  births. 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  which  gives 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17*7  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with 
26*3  in  1967,  the  national  figure  being  18*0  per  1,000. 

There  were  95  deaths  which  gives  a rate  of  12*0  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  9*74  in  1967*  the  national  rate  being  11 »9* 

There  was  one  death  from  tubercolosis  in  a man  of  over 

75  years. 

20  deaths  were  due  to  some  form  of  malignancy  and  27  deaths 
were  due  to  heart  disease. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947  SECTION  47. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  in  1968. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  water  supplies 
throughout  the  district. 

During  the  year  work  cont int&Yi  on  the  Main  Severn  Valley 
Scheme  with  headworks  at  Llandinam,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  further 
areas  in  this  district  were  supplied  Staylittle,  Trefeglwys,  Van  and 
Aberhafesp  were  still  without  a public  supply. 

The  water  supply  at  Trefeglwys  belongs  to  The  E ucation 

Authority. 

The  supply  from  Fachwen  pool  to  Aberhafesp  had  a new  branch 
line  laid  to  the  Pent re  ares,  by  joint  arrangement  of  this  Council  and 
the  other  owners. 

42  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  taken  of 
which  17  were  unsatisfactory. 

35  samples  from  public  supplies  were  taken  of  which  10 
were  unsatisfactory.  Seven  of  these  were  supplies  to  schools  at 
Trefeglwys  (3  samples)  Cwm,  Old  Hall  (now  closed)  Staylittle  and 
Llidiarty  Waen  and  the  Education  Authority  was  informed  of  these  results, 

SANITATION. 

The  villages  of  Carno,  Clatter,  Caersws,  Llangurig,  Mochdre, 
Kerry,  Tregynon,  Bettws  and  Bwllchyffridd  have  satisfactory  public  sewers 
and  modern  disposal  works. 

Work  continued  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Llandinam  but 
was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


Kerry. 


Approval  was  given  to  enlarge  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  order 
to  cater  for  further  development  in  the  village. 


Sarn. 

An  enquiry  was  held  in  April  1968  and  was  turned  down  hy  the 
Ministry  on  account  of  its  high  cost. 

A public  sewerage  system  is  very  urgently  needed  at  Sarn. 

Certain  properties  in  the  centre  of  the  village  cannot  be  improved  because  of 
the  impossibility  of  providing  septic  tanks  due  to  the  nature  of  the 
subsoil  and  difficulty  with  levels.  Sanitary  accommodation  at  the  public 
house  is  causing  concern,  the  owners  have  submitted  plans  for  extensive 
improvements  including  bringing  sanitary  arrangements  up  to  a satisfactory 
standard,  but  because,  it  is  not  possible  to  provide  own  sewage  disposal 
unit  they  cannot  proceed  with  their  plans. 


New  Mills  and  Manafon. 

It  was  suggested  by  the  Welsh  Office  that  the  Council  investigate 
the  possibility,  of  taking  over  the  Education  Authorities  sewage  disposal 
plant  at  Manafon  with  a view  to  building  further  council  houses  and  ultimately 
adapting  it  for  use  for  the  rest  of  the  village.  Consultations  were  held 
with  the  Severn  River  Authority  and  Education  Authority  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a decision  will  be  made  in  1969- 

New  Mills  is  a small  community  of  19  properties  which  is  badly 
in  need  of  sewerage,  but  due  to  high  cost  it  is  not  possible  to  provide 
this  basic  necessity  at  the  present  time. 

Tref eglwys . 

The  engineers  were  asked  to  prepare  a report  on  the  sewering 
of  Tref eglwys,  Llawryglyn,  Van  and  Cerrist. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  will  report  on  this  in  detail 
since  he  has  carried  out  a survey  into  the  whole  district. 

The  Council  recognised  that  the  time  has  come  to  improve  this 

service.

Llandinam. 

4 bungalows  were  completed. 


Bettws. 

2 bungalows  were  completed. 

Stepaside. 

4 houses  were  completed. 

Caersws. 

14  bungalows  were  completed.  22  houses  and  9 flats  were  under 
construction.

15  houses  are  planned  to  be  built  in  1969.  17  houses  in  1970.

Clatter 

4 houses  and  2 bungalows  are  planned  for  1969 .

29  houses  were  under  construction  and  21  were  completed.

During  1968,  three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  They  were 
all  females  ages  28,  33  and  53  years. 

No  name  was  removed  from  the  register.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
19  names  on  the  register 

MACHYNLLETH  R.D. 

During  the  year  3 cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified.  Two  of  these  were 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  - a female  age  49  and  a male  age  56.  One  case  of  non— 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a woman  of  66  was  also  notified. 

2 names  were  removed  from  the  register  - both  due  to  recovery. 

One  was  a woman  of  88  who  was  notified  in  1950  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
she  died  later  from  Myocardial  Degeneration. 
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The  other  was  a woman  who  was  43  in  1961  when  she  was  notified  with 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year'  there  were  18  names  on  the  register. 


NEWTOWN  R.D. 

Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1968,  two  of  these 
were  pulmonary  in  a man  of  25  and  a man  of  87  years.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

During  the  year,  there  had  been  a growing  demand  for  the  extension 
of  the  refuse  collection  service.  Consequently  it  was  decided  that  the 
service  should  be  examined  to  determine  its  shortcomings  and  to  ascertain 
the  manner  in  which  it  could  be  improved.  This  survey  was  carried  out 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  but  its  findings  were  not  reported  to 
the  Council  in  1968.  Briefly,  the  survey  revealed  that  the  service 
fell  far  short  of  the  "working  party2 s"  minimum  acceptable  standard 
for  refuse  collection,  with  less  than  40 % of  the  premises  within  the 
district  receiving  a collection.  The  refuse  vehicle,  a Shelvoke  & 

Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipper  with  a capacity  of  12  cubic  yards,  was 
found  to  be  inadequate. 

Over  5*200  miles  per  annum  was  involved  with  haulage  journeys 
to  the  disposal  sites.  It  was  apparent  that  a larger  capacity 
vehicle  would  be  required  to  reduce  these  costly  and  uneconomic 
journeys. 

The  total  vehicular  mileage  during  the  year  was  17, 177  as 
compared  with  15,383  during  1967  and  the  consumption  of  Derv  was 
1592  gallons.
